But Two Persons Aboard Her. 


CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT 
NOT KNOWN TO OFFICERS 


Country Home, 150 Yards From the 
River Bank, Is Badly Damaged by 
the Concussion, Doors and Windows 
Being Splintered. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 26.—Thirteen per- 
sons were killed and three fatally and five 
seriously injured by an explosion of boilers 
which totally demolished the towboat Fred 


Whson, off Riverview Park, today.

The WHson was the property of the 
Monongahela Coal and Coke Co., and left 
Pittsburg last Friday with six barges, 12 
coal boats and six flats, bound for Louls- 
ville. She arrived here about midnight, 
had proceeded down the river and was 
about to tie up when the explosion oc- 
curred, 

The cause of the accident is not known. 

The boat had just put about to back a 
tow into a landing place when the explo- 
gion occurred. 

Henry Sykes, first mate, could give no ex- 
planation of the cause of the accident. He 
and Chief Engineer Walker were the only 
men on the boat who escaped injury. 

Neither could give the name of the deck- 
hands. 

Herman Shively, second engineer, waa 


blown through the side of the Wilson and 
landed 25 feet away on top of a shanty 
boat. 

Father Cunningham, a Catholic priesr, 
was one of the first to arrive at the scene 
of the explosion and gave extreme unction 
to severai wen who were dying. 

The police and hospital ambu ances and 
the sukemoniles sent out by newspapers 
carried a corps of physicians and nurses 
to the scene, which is four miles from 
Louisville. 

The injured were taken to the fine resi- 
dence of Col. John H. Whallen until they 
could be better provided for at the city 
hospitals. 

Mr. Whallen’s house, which is about 150 
yards from the river. was badly damaged 

y the explosion, but none of the family 
waa injured. The front doors were splint- 
ered, the chandeliers in the drawing room 
were shattered and nearly every window in 
the house was broken. Col. Whallen sent 
the first word to the city and he used his 
private yacht in rescuing those blown from 
the boat.

Civil Suit Filed Against Bankrupt 
Broker Paine Indicates They 
Were Big Operators.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Through a 
suit it was revealed today that there aro 
inveterate Wall street speculators in the 
ranks of Brooklyn women. They don't 
speculate with ‘chicken feed” either, as 
the suit in question for $50,650, put: up by 
some of these women, shows plainly.

Gibraltar Once Stood a Siege of 874 
Days, Finally Repélling Its 
‘ Assailants. 


Epectal to the Post-Dispatch. 4 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The siege at 
Port Arthur by the Japanese troops, now in 
progress, promises to be. one of the most 
notable occurrences of the kind in modern 
military history. If reports are true that 
the Russian garrison is provisioned for a 
year the place will not be easily“taken, for 
its defenses are well-nigh impregnable to 
assault. , 

In shortness and decisiveness it will be 


difficult to beat the record of Alexandria. 
every gun of which was effectually silenced 


within 10 hours by the British fleet under 
Admiral Seymour. But these few hours 
wigpessed such a destructive deluge of shot 
and shell as might well have laid a big 
city In ruins. No fewer than 10000 pro- 
jectiles were hurled against the forts of 
Alexandria, many of them monsters of 1700 
pounds weight, fired from 81-ton guns. Sing- 
ularly enough, this murderous hail of tron 
did little damage to the fortifications, the 
majority of the shells burying themselves 
harmlessly in the parapets of sand which 
had been raised to protect the batteries. 

But so terrible was the havoc and slaugi- 
ter wrough@® among the adherents of Arabi 
Pasha by the flying fragments of the shells 
which exploded that the forts were quickly 
evacuated, while some of the shells started 
a fire which destroyed almost the whole of 
the town. 


Paris Maintained 
Itself 132 Days. 


. Sebastopol, with its grim, massive forts, 
defended by 70 guns, many of them or 
heavy caliber, held out against the com- 
bined armies of France and England for 
827 days. When, however, the place was 
evacuated it was found that the town was 
in ruins, and to complete the work of de- 
struction such docks and forts as stil] re- 
mained standing were blown up by the en- 
gineers of the allied. forces. 

It took 132 days for the Germans to bring 
Paris to her knees a generation ago. Dur- 
ing January, 1871, no fewer than 10,000 shalls 
were rained onto the doomed town every 
day, and of these 500 fell into the city prop- 
er. During a single day, January 8, the 
Prussians hurled 25,000 projectiles at Paris 
at a cost of $300,000. The havoc they wrought 
was fearful. and the resultant fires threat- 
ened to destroy whole districts. During the 
siege no fewer than 4,000 of the inhabit- 
ants succumbed to disease and hunger. 
For ninety-four days Plevna defied the 
pick of the Russian army, although its 
defenders were hopelessly outnumbered. 
and on December 10, 1877, after the last 
grain of rye had been eaten the indomit- 
able Turks saliied forth and tried to hew 
their way through the Russian legions. Os- 
man Pasha commanded his gallant remnant 
in person; three lines of trenches were 
ferced, but the odds against them were 
too great. 

Surrounde@® by almost countless hordes 
of the enemy, his men mown down by 
sweeping torrents of bullets and shells, the 
brave leader at last yielded to fate and 
allowed the white flag to flutter from the 
roof of the hut near which he was lying 
mutilated and in agony. c 

Khartoum withstood the mahdi and his 
hosts for 341 days under the brave di- 
rection of Gordon. and in Kars Gen.

| Senator Depew Shows the Folly of 


Bright Men's .Burying Them- 
selves in Civil Service.

S NEARLY ENDE 


Attorneys Will Conclude Arguments 
Today and Jury Will Begin De- 
liberations Friday Morning.

Computed on the capacity of its 
units, this 980,000,000 stands for an immeas- 
urably greater productive value than does 
China’s or Russia's total. 


When Alexander of Macedon, in the mid- 
dle of Asia, was weeping because’ there 
were no more earths to conquer, he had 
fewer subjects than the United States of 
1904 has sovereigns. Under Caesar's eagles, 
when Rome ruled the world, were less peo- 
ple than are under the stars and stripes in 
the days of Theodore Roosevelt. 


With 7 per cent of the world’s land area, 
and 5. per cent of its population, the United 
tates has 35 per cent of the world's wealth. 
The value of the United States’ property, 
real and personal, | 

as compared with $59,000,000,000 for Great 
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$15,000,000,000 for Italy and $12,000,000,000 for 
Spain. Moreover, the United States’ lead 
of all the other nations in wealth is in- 
creasing faster than is her preponderance 
over them all (except Russia and China) in 
population. 

Franklin told the British parliament just 
before the revolution that the population 
of the 13 American colonies was doubling 
every 2% years. The gain is slightly less 
than that now, though it ts greater than 
that of any other nation. Through natural 
increase, immigration and annexations the 
population of the United States multiplied 
15 times between 1800 and 1900, while it mul- 
tipHed 106 times, in those 100 years, in 
wealth. 


Without allowing for increase in terri- 
tory, but keeping the diminishing ratio of 
growth in mind, our 75,000,000,000 population

THE TRAINED JOURNALIST. 


The Need of Special Education “Self- 
Evident”—No More Honorable 


Career Can Be Chosen. 

The World's Work finds the discussion of 
the question whether a school of journalism 
is needed “simply amazing to any educated 
man who is a journalist. For if there be 
anything that is self-evident, it is self-evi- 
dent that a graduate school of journalism 
* « * will do a public service that has 
been for many a year needed. But, 
strangely enough, the proposition has met 
criticism end even ridicule, not only in 
academic quarters, but from journalists 
themselves. The school, therefore, has lit- 
erally to force its way, into academic and 
professional recognition; and this, surely, 
is a most extraordinary fact. 

‘The conductors of every periodical of 
character and high aim want trained men 
—need trained men. Our newspapers, our 
weeklies and out monthlies provoke the 
criticism of their readers because their con- 
tents and their methods are not equal to 
their opportunities. We are constantly told 
that they are either dull or ‘sensational ws 
and the criticism is true, It is true mainly 
because there are 50 few well-trained, 
well-equipped editors; and there are few 
well-trained, well-equipped editors because 
there is no systematic training for the pro- 
fession. * * * The profession is unorgan- 
ized; we do not mean in a trade-union 
sense, but it is intellectually unorganized. 
It lacks coherence. It lacks traditions. It 
lacks what the law and medicine have 
gained by generations of carefully trained 


men.

Exciting Debate on Disputed Church 
Doctrines Led to Climax of 
Close Ballot. 


DALLAS, Tex., May 26.—Complete union 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
with the Presbyterian Chureh in the 
United States of America was favored 
last night by the general assembly of the 
first-named church, in a vote which was 
closely contested, and after.a heated de- 
bute of two days and a night: The vote 
was 162 for and 75 against, a majority of 
only 5 over the necessary two-thirds. 

The result of thie test of the two ele- 
ments in the church was little. short of 
dramatic. The commissioners to tho as- 
sembly had listened patiently since Tues- 
day morning to the arguments presented. 
Those arguments hinged in the main on 
three pointse As to whether or not the 
déctrine or predestination was a part of 
the doctrine of the Presbyterian Churco 
In the United States of America, as to 
whether or not other races should be ad- 
mitted tc equal rights in the church in 
certain instances; ad, the question as to 
whether or not the educational standard 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America was too high. 

Up to the night session all of those vari- 
ous features had been ued by the = 
ponents. The best forensic talent in a 
church participated in the debate. The 
close was between Judge Joseph H. Fussell 
of nes ny Tenn., and the Rev. Dr. 8. 


M. Templeton of Clarksville, Tex. 

Judge Fussell opened for the anti-union- 
ists in an eloquent speech of an hour and 
a half. He devoted himself nF to the 
handling of the predestination feature of 
the Presbyterian creed, pleadi with the 
members of the Cumberland Churoh that 
they should not give up their belief and 
their identity for the confession of faith of 
another church. 

Dr. Templeton, who was the mover of a 
resolution on last Friday that the report 
of the committee on fraternity.and, union, 
which favored this union be recommended 
to the 116 presbyteries of the church for 
adoption, spoke for more than an hour in 
support of that, and in opposition to the ar- 
guments advanced by the antis.

ta writing for Harper’s Magazine a long 
poem entitled “The Altar of Righteous- 
ness," Algernon Charlies Swinbu has 
performed a feat somewhat Iike ny- 
son's “Locksley Hall Sixty Years After.” 

“Locksley Hall,” first printed in 1842, 
rang with the spirit of the new democracy 
of that day, when Europe was already pre- 
paring for the uprisings of '#@. “Locksley 
Hall Sixty Years After’’—which réally ap- 
peared only #4 years later, in 1886—voiced 
in weaker phrases an old“man’'s despair of 
change. 

Swinburne’s tremendous “Hymn of Man” 
was written early in 1870, during the ses- 
sions of the Ecumenical Council in Rome, 
which wae called'to consider the doctrine 
of Papal infallibility. The poem made an 
instant sensation when printed in the col- 
lection called “‘Songs Before Sunrise,” a 
poet's passionate tribute to the cause of 
human freedom. 

The “Hymn of Man” traced in a scientific 
spirit the growth of religions from human 

eds, and finally worked itself in a rhap- 
ody of abuse of the Papacy. The con- 
clusion of the matter was: 


Glory to Man in the Senest. for Man Is 
tho master of thing 

Rather an anti- climax, that “things.” 
But no matter. The poem made such a stir 
in the religious world that it undoubtedly 
cost Swinburne the  poet-laureateship, 
which he had fairly earned after the death 
of Alfred the Great, Tennyson, and befote 
the accession of Alfred the Little, Austin. 

Compared with the “Hymn of Man’’ the 
“Altar of Righteousness”’ is rather a tame 
preformance, though at times theré is a 
touch of the old power, as where Swinburne 
says: 


Yet ere faith, a wakdering water, froze and 
curdied into creeds, 


Milder Present Note. 


Earth, elate as heaven, adored the light 
that quickens dreams to deeds. : 


And the “substance of doctrine,” reached 
in six pages of close-set and cgpmneencc:* 
verse, is: 


Christ the man lives yet, remembered of 

% man as dreams that leave 

Light on eyes that wake and know not if 
memory bid them grieve. , 

Fire sublime as lightning shines, and ex-

Mr. Swinburne has not wholly escaped the 
universal conservatism of age, but he has 
not gone so far in retreat as did Tennyson.
